ground was marked with aplowshare, the
emblem of perpetual desolation. De-
graded, banished, proscribed, the slx
brothers, In disgnise and danger, wan-
dered over Europe without renouncing
the hope of deliverance and revenge.
In this double hope the French courl was
their surest asylum; they prompted and
directed the enterpriee of Phillip; and
I should praise their magnanimity had
they resperted the mlsfortune and cour-
age of the captive tyrant. His civil acts
were annulled by the ILoman people, who
restored the honors and possessions of
the Colonna; and some estimate may
be formed of their wealth by their
losses—of their loszes, by the damages of
100,000 gold tlorins, which were granted
them sgainst the accomplices and heira
of the deceased pope. All the spiritual
censures and disqualifications were abol-
lshed by his prudent scocessors; and the
fortune of the house was more firmly es-
tablishcd by this transclent hurricane.
The boldness of Sciarra Colonna was sig-
nslixed by the captivity of Boniface, and
long afterwards in the coronation of
Louis of Baveris; and by the gratitude of
the emperor the pillar in their srms wos
encircled with a royal crown. But the
tirat of the family in fame and merit was
the older Stephen, whom Petrarch loved
and esteemed aa  hero superior to his
own times and not unworthy of ancient
ftome. Peraecution and exile displayed
to the natlona hia abilitles in peace snd
war; in hia distress ho was an objzct, not
of pity, but of reverenve; tho uspect
of danger provoked him to snnounce his
name and country; and whon he was
asked, *' Where {s now your fortress!"’ he
laid his hand en his heart and answered,
“*Here.” He supported with the same
virtue the return of prosperity, and, till
the ruin of his declining age, the ances-
tors, the character and the children of
Stephan Colonra exalted his dignity in
the Iloman republic and at the Court of
Avignon,

The Colonnas, from the date when
Giibbon drops them until the present time
have not been unworthy of their ances.
